What is claimed is:

a top member piyot^fly coupled to said base member, said top member having a 
main surfacejsofifigured to leave said hold regions substantially exposed; 
wherem-sai& top mem b e r forms an inte gral-housing and button, 

2. The computer mouse of claim 1 , wherein said top member does not include a 
septate button. 

3. The cohqputer mouse of claim 1 , wherein said hold regions allow said top 
member to be matortained in a clicked position when the computer mouse is removed 
from a surface. \ 

4. The computer mouse ot claim 1 , wherein said hold regions are substantially flush 
with said main surface of said top\member. 

5. The computer mouse of claim 1 , wherein said hold regions comprise first and 
second vertically extending tabs. \ 

6. The computer mouse of claim 5, wherein sahsl first and second vertically 
extending tabs are integrally formed with said base metaber. 
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The computer mouse of claim 5, wherein said top member comprises first and 
second openings shaped to accommodate said first and second vertically extending 
3 tabs, respectively. 

1 8. The computer mouse of claim 5, wherein said first and second vertically 

2 extending tabs are located on opposite sides of said base member.

The computer mouse of clahp 14, wherein said first and second fixed portions 
and said depressable housing are capable of being held concurrently to lift the 
computer mouse off a surface. 
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
